The Spring Cankerworm 
This is the worm that last year 
ate the leaves from any of the fruit 
trees in this locality. 

The Cankerworm passes the winter 
in the pupal stage in the ground un- 
der the trees. The adult insect 
emerges from the ground during 
March or April and tiie females lay 
their eggs under loose scales on the 
bark. The males have well developed 
wings but the females are practically 
wingless and for this reason cannot 
fly to new territory so eggs are de- 
posited in the trees that were infested 
the previous year. 

The eggs begin to hatch about the 
time foliage begins to appear and 
the worm become 'full grown in three 
or four weeks. They then drop or 
crawl to the ground, burrow in the 
soil and remain there until the next 
spring. I

. "In appreciation of tlie acute con- 
dition existing In the farming districts 
affecfcd hy tlie Hoods, the Illinois Ag- 
ricultural association, the farm bu- 
reaus, the farmers' institute and the 
agricultural extension . service of the 
University of Illinois have onthuslas- 
ticaily offered Ihclr co-operartlon in 
collecting botli funds and grain 
throngliout the state." ■ 

This appeal has been sent out as a 
result of a meeting In Sprlnglleld a 
iveeic ago of representallvos of the 
local chapters or tlie American lied 
Cross to form an Illinois lied Cross 
disaster relief committee, of whlcli IT.

PEKING CAPTURED 
BY GEN MS ARMY 

Leader of Chihii Forces Wins 
the Capital of ^ 
China. 



GEN. GHAN6 IS IN FLIGHT 

Victor Sends Emissaries to Govern- 
ment Before Entering City- Man- . 
churlan Chief Escapes Toward 
Mukden— All Foreigners Safe, 

Peking, Cldna, .May 0.— Gen. AVu Pel- 
fu, leader of the Chlhil army, was In 
control of Peking at noon and Gen. 
Ciumg Tso-lln, wliose forces were rout- 
ed in a Ilerce battlp Bouth of the capi- 
tal, was reported fleeing to Mukden. 
Cimng's army is retreating in disorder 
toward Tientsin. « 

, The routed army left behind artil- 
lery, munitions, horses and loaded 
camels, and Its wounded and dead. 
The total casualties In yesterday's 
fighting are believed to have reached 
from O.OOO to 7,000 dead and wounded. 
Observers here believe Chang's sud- 
den collapse has ended the hostilities. 

General Wu sent a number of his 
oincers Into Peking to consult with the 
government authorities. The olDcers 
declared the Clilhil commander could 
be expected In the capital soon. 

General "Wu attributes much of his 
success to the initiative of Feng Yuh- 
slang, "tlie Christian general," who 
commanded the operations which re- 
sulted in the retreat eastward of 
Chang's army. Wu declares he will 
continue to fight until Chang has been 
driven back to Mukden. 

Two thousand of Chang's soldiers 
permanently kept In Peking were dis- 
armed under orders from Wu. . 

Outside the walls some of Cimng's 
Mnnchurinn soldiers refused to sur- 
render and were fired upon. Sixteen 
hundred of these troops were captured 
In one place. 

Tho closing of tho clty*s gates re- 
sulted in the shutting out of a num- 
ber "of foreigners, including Mrs. Eay 
Atherton, wife of the second secretary 
of the American legation. Mrs. Ath- 
erton, who had been visiting her coun- 
try home, demanded that -the gates be 
opened for her, but this was done only 
after a rescue party had been sent 
out to her aid from the legation. AH 
foreigners are reported to be safe. 

Many Clilnese civilian refugees were 
permitted to enter the city. Tlie Amer- 
ican board of missions rescued GOO of 
them. They arc now quartered hi the 
foreign compounds. 

Thursday's battle before Poking last- 
ed nfteen hours. With 50,000 troops, 
General Wu encircled Chang's forces 
nnd after relentless cannonading, ma- 
chine fire nnd Infantry charges routed 
his opponent, making himself tlie mas- 
ter of the situation around the Chinese 
capital. 



DECLARE TRUCE IN IRELAND 



Rival Republican Armies ^Suspend 

Fighting — To Discuss Basis - 

for Unification. 

Dublin, May 5. — A . truce between 
the rival . Irish republican anny 
forces has been declared, It was an- 
nounced. The truce* is operative from 
fotir o'clock ThurKdny afternoon un- 
til four o'clock Monday, with a view 
of giving both sections of the army 
nn luimedlntc opportunity to discuss 
a basis for army unification. 

The provisions of the'truce ere: 

Clause 1 — All op^rfttlons, excop6 
training and ordinary army routine, 
will cease. 

Cause 2 — Both sections will co-op- 
erate to innlntain order and prevent 
nets of aggression against persons or 
property. 

Tho document Is signed by Owen 
O'DuITy and RIan Lyncli, the chiefs 
of staff of the rival forces. 



BIP.DEMAND FOR FARM LABOR 



SecVctary of Labor Davis Bellbves 

Country Has Come Out of 

Depression. 

Washington, May 8.— Employment 
conditions in tho United States demon- 
strate that tliere Is "widespread Indus- 
trial awakening extending from coast 
to coast," Secretary Davis of tlie labor 
department declares, commenting up- 
on Investigation and reports made by 
tho federal erriployment service. Al- 
though there are a few dark spots in 
which considerable unemployment 1h 
yet reported, Mr. Davis adds, tho en- 
tire country may bo said to have como 
out. of the depression. "Tho farm sit- 
uation Is docLdedly encouraging." Mr, 
Davis says. "The demand for farm 
help from all secticns of tho country 
Is Indicative of tho optimistic nttltudo 
of the farmer.
